Even Roosevelt, who claim-1 
ed to be somewhat of a progressive in his ideas, had 
nothing but csiticism for it and sent W. H. Taft out here 
to advise the people to vote it down and remain a terri­ 
tory until they became sane in their ideas. However, the 
constitution was adopted and is still in force but we hear 
nothing about it being radical and heading the state 
straight to the bow wows. Oklahoma has not gone to the 
dogs as a result of adopting the constitution and no 
other state has made more progress during this time.

the 
foreign office said: 
"Ii 
is true that the League of 
Nations it aves something to be de- 
sin d 
in the degree of authority 
which 
it carries 
among 
the 
na­ 
tions, 
bul the fact that it is 
not 
a perf« ct institution 
was 
under­ 
stood and realized by Japan at the 
beginning, and we entered it with 
the hope and trust that in the ful­ 
filment of its service its members 
would derive experience and confi­ 
d e r e and gradually work out its 
imperfections. 
From 
the Japanese 
point of view the greatest misfor­ 
tune is the League’s failure to en­ 
list all of the powers great as well 
as small, in its membership, as was 
originally designed. 
"The 
League 
has, 
however, 
steadily developed since its organi­ 
zation, 
and 
its efforts for peace 
and international co-operation have 
already been rewarded with tangible 
material results. The promotion of 
accord and the work of benefiting 
humanity do not make such inter­ 
esting reading as accounts of wars, 
famines and other disasters; there­ 
fore, 
the creditable work of the 
League is not so well or so gener­ 
ally 
known as the works of the 
agencies 
of war 
and 
destruction. 
Nevertheless, the work of the Lea­ 
gue is on record and cannot be 
denied. 
Encourages Members. 
"The 
primary 
objective 
of the 
League, which is peace and under­ 
standing among the nations, was 
not only furthered to an incalcul­ 
ably great extent by the Washing­ 
ton conference, but the members 
were stimulated and encouraged to 
proceed vigorously upon their la­ 
bors. The League is now' endeav­ 
oring to extend the scope of the 
naval treaty, signed at Washington,! 
so that its members wTho were not] 
signatory to the Washington agree-! 
vnents may share In th* ir beneficient1! 
effects and enjoy the comfort of 
the security which those agreements! 
provide. 
"As regards the 
limitation 
of 
land armaments, the League is con­ 
ducting investigations into various 
phases of the problem, and Japan 
hopes, and even believes, that the 
desire of many of the nations to 
reduce their military establishments 
promises to make 
an 
important 
measure of achievement attainable 
within a reasonable time in certain 
regions of the world, if not in gen­ 
eral. 
. "Apart 
from 
matters of arm a­ 
ment and the promotion of under­ 
standing the League has achieved! 
great accomplishments, iii humani­ 
tarian work, relieving distress upon! 
several continents, promoting means! 
of safe and effective communica­ 
tion in and between nations, which 
a r e in dire ne< d of co-operation, es- 
pecially in Europe at the present 
time- giving 
protection 
to 
minor I 
groups or classes of 
peoples 
inj 
many 
countries, 
and 
affording a 
court of arbitration where weaker ( 
nations may appeal for protection 
lrom what they believe to be op­ 
pression by greater states. 
To Be Congratulated. 
"All this is certainly a matter for 
hearty congratulation for Japan as 
well as for the other nations of the 
world. 
"The 
Japanese 
government be­ 
lieves that the third assembly of 
the League will produce at least 
as good results as the two prey 
ions assemblies. It is Japan’s in­ 
tention to continue, as earnestly as 
heretofore, to promote the co-op- 
e ration and solidarity of the mem- 
Iw i s of the League, with no hostile 
int* tit towards any nation that may 
be outside that body, but rather 
with the hope and desire that those 
outside will at least continue to ac­ 
cord in spirit with the League’s as­ 
pirations. We are convinced that if 
the countries that are not members 
of the leag u e will give their ma­ 
terial support to the League's ac­ 
tivities, some of the many laudable 
objectives cannot fail to be advanc­ 
ed and in some cases, even fully 
( achieved.

ington, according to word reaching 
department headquarters 
of 
the 
American Legion here. 
State Adjutant 
Leon Ii. Brown 
has announced that, with a com­ 
mission appointed by the governor 
reedy to function as soon as money 
for distribution is available from 
the federal government, some 16,823 
pieces, ranging from heavy artillery 
to steel helmets, will be brought in­ 
to the state. 
The appropriation first asked for 
distribution of the war trophies by 
the federal 
government 
totalled 
$400,000 according 
to 
Adjutant 
Brown. It was passed by the sen­ 
ate at the last session of congress 
but no action was taken on it in 
the House of 
Representatives, he 
said. 
The question of the amount of j 
the appropriation wras 
taken 
up 
with house leaders and national of­ 
ficials of the legion, he said, and, 
with the co-operation of the legion 
promised, the amount was cut to 
$250,000. This sum the legion leg­ 
islative committee has announced, 
will be asked in a ’bill which will 
be presented at the extra session of 
congress this winter. 
Used as Ballast. 
Among other suggestions in ac­ 
cordance with which the original 
sum asked was reduced was one 
that heavy 
artillery 
and 
other 
trophies for the war west be ship­ 
ped as ballast in shipping board 
bottoms through the Panama Canal 
instead of as freight by rail. An­ 
other suggestion was that the ma­ 
terial be distributed in its present 
condition 
instead 
of 
being 
over­ 
hauled before distribution. In this 
connection, 
the 
legion 
suggested, 
Adjutant Brown said, that for an 
instance, each city or town to which; 
was allotted a German field piece 
or other equipment would be giadj 
to paint it and make other neces­ 
sary repairs.

Part of the material to be dis­ 
tributed is 2,107 pieces of heavy 
artillery, according to legion offic­ 
ials. The collection 
also 
includes 
70,OOO German rifles, 10,000 ma­ 
chine' guns, bayonets, helmets and 
helmet ornaments, (240,798 of the 
latter j 
shells and 
various 
other 
parts of military equipment. 
Under the present plan of dis­ 
tribution the government will pay 
ail costs of delivering the trophies 
to the critics or towns where they 
are to remain. Commissions in each 
state will allocate to the various 
points in the state the trophies to 
be delivered there. The commission 
for Oklahoma, as announced by the 
governor, consists of three mem­ 
bers: 
Dudley 
Monk, 
states 
com­ 
mander of the 
legion; 
Adjutant 
General Charles F. Barrett, and E. 
E. Hadley, an ex-service man rep­ 
resenting those not members of the 
legion. 
The percentage of the total war 
trophies to be distributed in each 
state is based on the num'ber of 
men furnished from that state to 
the army, according 
to 
Adjutant 
Brown. Oklahoma sent 995,100 men 
and her apportionment is two per­ 
cent. New York furnished more men 
than any other state, 493,892, and 
will receive ten percent of the tro­ 
phies. Nevada furnished 5,872 men 
and will receive twelve-hundredths 
of one percent of the collection. Ok­ 
lahoma was sixteenth in the list of 
states placed according to the num­ 
bers of men each furnished to the 
army.

Corporation Taxes 
May Be Levied Upon 
Firm in Receivers 


(By the Associated Press) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, 
Oct. 
3 1 - 
Corporation taxes may be assessed 
against a corporation which is in 
the hands of a receiver appointed 
by a court just as against a cor­ 
poration 
in 
any 
other 
condition, 
under a recent opinion handed to 
Campbell Russell, chairman of the 
state 
corporation 
commission, 
by 
the state attorney general. 
The comnjission chairman refer­ 
red to the specific instance of the 
Gilliland Oil company, which is in 
the hands of a receiver. Although 
quoting 
contrary 
decisions 
which 
were handed down 
in 
different 
states, 
the 
attorney 
general held 
that application should be made to 
the court for collection of the tax. 
"The theory is that although the 
receiver has control o f’the corpor­ 
ate property and is operating the 
same by order of the court," the 
opinion read, "he is doing all that 
was formerly clone under the direc­ 
tion of the hoard of directors of 
the corporation; that in this way he 
uses the franchise which has been 
conferred 
by the state upon the 
company and although he uses it as 
an officer of the court in admin­ 
istering 
the affairs 
of the com­ 
pand he acts as the company to 
the same extent as if the board of 
directors were operating the corpor­ 
ation."

ditioning birds we realize is worth 
a lot towards winning a prize. 
Our first suggestion is chat you 
make a close study of your flock, 
using your 
Standard 
for 
your 
guide. Study every bird as closely 
as you possibly can for the stand­ 
ard points. If you haven’t a con­ 
ditioning room, an outside building 
of any kind will serve the pur­ 
pose—just so that it is large enough 
to handle your birds properly. We 
used to tell you how to make a 
coop bat since the Kiepper Cooping 
Co., have opened a branch at Kan­ 
sas City and sell the coops so rea­ 
sonable, we suggest that you buy 
a few conditioning coops as they 
are collabsible and can be sent by 
mail and are easily taken down 
and stored away when not in use. 
Take your building and divide it 
into two parts, one side for the 
liens and the other for the pullets. 
Bed the departments in a deep lit­ 
ter of good nice clean wheat straw, 
then place your coops around your 
wall and fix them so chickens can­ 
not fly upon them to roost. Place 
your male birds and your hens in 
one department and your pullets in 
the other as you will find pullets 
are growing and it takes more feed 
to fatten and round them out than 
it does the hens but we suggest 
that you get all birds in good flesh 
—not over-fat but fat enough to 
round out nicely. Keep them in a 
good healthy condition, feeding them 
lots of grain with plenty of sun­ 
flower seed which will keep them 
exercising in the litter. You can 
feed a mash but I would use my ef­ 
forts to make them eat more grain 
than mash. I would keep plenty 
of charcoal, grit and oyster shell 
before them at all time. I would 
also mix the grit, oyster shell and 
charcoal in tile mash. I would want 
to be ecrtain that they used plenty 
of all three. I would have a few 
surplus coops to place the females 
in to handle to get them gentle for 
showing. I would Make a light frame 
with legs about the 
size 
that 
I 
wanted for my dropping board and 
I would cover it with cotton sack 
•ducking and place my roost over 
it so that it could be carried out 
in the morning and set back in the 
evening. This would keep all drop-! 
pings out of the scratch bed. ii 
wduld be careful to keep plenty of 
clear, fresh water before them at 
all times. I would handle them at 
every opportunity and invite rn* 
friends in so as to tame and get 
my birds accustomed to the public! 
and, each time yoh visit your con- j 
ditioning room take along relishes I 
like pieces of pastry, small peicfesj 
of meat or bread so as to ekep j 
your birds looking out for some­ 
thing choice to eat which will assist 
you in getting them tamed much 
quicker. I would take carbonated 
vaseline and oil the shanks as much 
as twice a week and when you get 
ready for the show, I would put a 
bird in a tow-sack and cut a hole 
in the sack .so that I could swing 
his feet out and*. hang the sack and 
bird up about the right height so 
that I could use a pan of water 
and scrub brushes to clean his feet 
and shanks in first class shape. 
Then go to work and thoroughly 
clean them with a good nail brush. 
Then use the tooth pick that has 
been softened to clean out every 
particle of dirt under the scales. 
After you have them thoroughly 
cleaned, rub *them dry. Then 'pro­ 
ceed if you want to wash a bird 
in three tubs of water. Have the 
first tub warm, the next*a little 
cooler and the third with a chill 
off sufficient to keep the bird from 
being chilled. 
In the first tub we thoroughly 
wet the bird, then we fill its plum­ 
age full of soap using a soap that 
does not contain too much grease. 


ed the shanks twice a week with 
vaseline. If the toe-nails are long, 
manicure them. If the beak is long 
do the same thing. When you get 
to the show you^ could use a rag 
and polish the shanks and use \ 
little water and sponge the comb 
off just before the birds are judged 
which will brighten them up and 
clean them very nicely. 
In shipping *to the show I would 
use good substantial wooden coops 
of .the lightest material that you 
feel will carry the birds to and 
from the show safely. I would frame 
the top and hinge it on the coop 
and get me a common clasp and use 
it to fasten the door down. I would 
use only one compartment for a 
male bird and I would make my 
shipping 
coops 
for 
pens 
large 
enough to have a compartment for 
the male and one for the four fe­ 
males. Then write the band num­ 
bers on the coops of the oirds there­ 
in. This will assist you wonderfully 
in getting your birds to the show 
and in the exhibition croops in 
good shape. 
It will also 
insure 
your birds being returned just as 
you have shipped them. When you 
have done all the above you have 
done all that you can do, the* rest is 
up to the judge.
